The eoarcity of alcohol and of 
sugac at the present moment 
opeas ap the question of the 
relation of the one to the other, 
and of both to vitslity. The 
relation of the ons to the other is 
.well known to physiologists, and 
even to the Isity, who, by the ex- 
perience gained by the obeer- 
vations of ancestors, know s hard 
drinker never csree for sweets, 
and that a man who eats aweet 
things in abundance. ia not s 
drankard ; and yet, widely as this 
common knowledge is spread, wo 
do not regard the one aa the com- 
plement of theother. For whilst 
the alcohol produced by the 
haman body from sugeror starches 
is approved of as wholesome, that 
aade by the brewer or distiller is 
viewed with suepicion, as if it 
wore fraught with danger. The 
amoant of aleohol produced within 
the baman body ia twenty four 
houra is held to be 2 ox. of 
sbeolate alcohol. Asgoming this 
to bo a physiological fsct, “it 
means thst an equivalent of 4 ox. 
of whisky, brandy, or gin is sup- 
plied to the esoonomy, for the 
spirits named ntand to absolute 

as 60 to 1C0.. 

Were the homanly prodaced 
alocho! and the sloohol produced 
by brewers and distillera the

Know them to be widely different, 
By chemics), anslysis sloae wo 
oannot tell the diferance between 
firat-rate and indifferent brands 
of any. wine or apirita; one may 
be deleterious and the other 
wholesome, yet it is beyond the 
power of apalyais to reveal which 
is which, If such-is the case 
when alcohol is produced arti- 
ficially outside the body, where 
dooa the chemist stand se regards 
the prodaetion of alcohol within 
the human body? It is to be 
assamed that, as he can give ue 
little information concerning dis- 
tillery or laboratory produced 
aloohols, ao init to be presumed 
he: knows lesa about asloohol pro- 
duced bya vital process. The 
kuman sleohol distillery ‘and the 
brewers’ and distillera’ vat and 
mash-tub'are not calecalated to 
give us identical products from 
the physiological point of view. 
No man believes they do, and 
experience confirms the belief. 
The Germsa who a few years ago 
announced in a London court of 
law that be bad three million 
bottles of hook on eale in Loadon 
that had never seen the grape 
aforda a lesson, an exaggerated 
one no doubt, of what artificially 
produced alcohol means as com: 
pered with that. generated within 
the bodies of animels, Restrict 
any animal of starches and suger, 
and give it instead ‘whisky, or 
brandy, or allied spirits, intoxics-
